OF HIS FORTUNE. 


Information About the Time for Fil- 
ing and the Manner of Making 
Selections of the Quarter 
Sections. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EL RENO, O. T., Aug. 1.—With the close 
of the drawing for homes today 13,000 
mames will have been taken from the 
wheels of fortune, which exhausts the 
claims to be won. There are only 13,000 
qnarter sections in this territory opened for 
settlement. But the drawing of numbers 
will continue until about 10,000 names) for 
each land district are drawn from the 
wheels, making a total of 20,000 names. The 
remaining envelopes will draw blanks, but 
as the commission desires to impress the 
public with the fairness and honesty of 
the drawing, every one of the 165,000 en- 
velopes will be drawn. When the names 
entitled to homesteads, thowever, have 
been exhausted the work that follows wil! 
be merely perfunctory, and will 
be done as rapidly as possible in some 
building. Each person who registered at 
El Reno or Lawton will receive a postal 
card showing the number of his identilica- 
tion card as it came from the wheel. 

The commissioners of the drawing are 
notifying oy posial card each persun who 
draws a number. The card aiso gives a 
daie upon which the recipient must appear 
at the office of his respective land disirict 
and file his entry. The date upon which a 
man must appear to make entry is easily 
determined. in each land district 1125 per- 
sons will be permitted to file daily. Tinose 
holding numbers 1 to 125 must file August 6, 
and 126 to 250, August 7; 201 to 375, August 38; 
276 to 600, August 9; 6bvl to 625, August 10; 
626 to 750, August 12 4August 11 falls on a 
Sunday), and continuing in this manner 
until all the homesteads in each land dis- 
trict are filed Upoty 

Locaters are n skirmishing for new 
maps, and unless the homesteaders are 
eareful scores of them are going to be 
fleeced by men who claim to be familiar 
with the two reservations. Many of the 
maps are worthless, and men who have 
never traveled over a foot of the new coun- 
try are advertising themselves as locaters. 

The drawing is a much slower process 
than was first supposed. Only two type- 
writers can be conn on Ante acording to the 
present plan, to make lists of the drawings. 
After all the homesteads have been drawn, 
however, it will not be so essential to exer- 
cise great care. Three or four blank en- 
velopes have been drawn from the lottery 
boxes. These envelopes are numbered end 
accounted for the same as the tickets 
which give farms away. Wichita has d:awn 
more good prizes than any other Kansas 
town. It is estimated that half the qualified 
voters of Wichita came to El] Reno to reg- 


jater. 
Tt is estimated that fully 2000 claims will 
met be taken because of homesteaders who 
will be disqualified, or who will leave the 
country.

There is a possibility that in gase Fitz- 
simmons holds to his antwouncement to not 
fight again, that the San Francisco club 
may give Ruhlin the chance to meet Jef- 
fries, provided the champion is willing. The 
Akron giant is now on the Pacific coast 
and doubtless would jump at the oppor- 
tunity to make the match with Jeffries. 

But those who know Fitzsimmons’ disin- 
clination to refuse a chance to pull in a 
rich prize, figure that Jeffries and Fitz 
surely will fight for the championship next 
December.

Only a small proportion of the ivory annually 
exported from the Congo is taken directly from 
newly killed animals. ust, during 1899, of the 
29.985 tusks sold on the Antwerk Market, 8539 
freehbly killed animals, the re 
maining 21,446 tusks being what the natives term 
‘‘dead ivory.’ For centuries the abhor gines have 
been collecting elephant tusks, which they consid- 
ered as having ilttie intrinsic value, but ntsefui 
as articies of exchange. The Khartoum merchante 
were the first to @ scorer theee hidden reserves 
of ‘ivory. Later on the Zanzibar traders rushed on 
to Katanga, and thence to the very heart of the 
Congo, with the. result thet the ivory trade soon 
became the principal tndustry of the country.

Bdward Moore, who published a paper on the subject in the 
New York Medical Journal Sept. 2, 1899.

Dr. Moore's contention is that the tubercle bacillus of the

though milk is often the medium of transmission, it is con- 
taminated by bacilli from human consumptives. These con-

experiment. 

It is interesting too that Dr. Moore agrees beforehand with 
the conclusions of the London Tuberculosis Congress that 
cleanliness is the best preventive of consumption.

The amendments nave been published in full and publicity 
has been given the discussions of them, so that the people of 
St. Louis have full information. of the purport and effect 
of the amendments. 

The principal amendments provide new methods of as- 
sessing taxes for street and sewer improvements. They pro- 
vide that taxes shall be assessed by the district system and 
paid in installments. While opening the way to extensive im- 
provements in streets,.alleys and sewers they make the bur- 
dens lighter on taxpayers. 

The amendments should be carefully considered by the 
voters. No mistake should be made, but the people of St. 
Louis should bear in mind that these carefully framed amena- 
ments represent the sole opportunity to prepare St. Louis for 
the World's Fair and buiid the new city, which 1s the as- 
piration of all patriotic citizens. No voter should reject the 
amendments except for the gravest reasons.

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COAST STRIKE ENDING 


PROPOSITION SUBMITTED BY THE 
EMPLOYES. 


PERMITS EMPLOYERS LATITUDE 


The Agreement Is to Not Insist Upon 
Employing Union Labor. 


SAN FRANCISCO. Aug. 1.—The third day 
of the great strike opens with no materia! 
change in the situation, though the outlook 
for a settlement has tmproved. The City 
Front Federation, which ‘controls the men 
now out, has submitted asa. basis for the 
re-establishment of peace the following 
proposition: Fe 

“The Employers’ Association agrees that 
its members will not discriminate agains! 
any employer of labor because such em- 
ployer chooses to employ union men only. 

“The Employers’ Association agrees that 
its members will not discriminate agains 
any employe because he chooses for rea: 
sons sufficient to himself to be a member 
of a labor organization. 

‘The Employers’ Association agreees thai 
all employes who are locked out or who 
‘have quit work on account of the existing 
difficulty shall be reinstated. Labor or- 
ganizations agree that any member who is 


employed shall, while in such employ, obe) 
any orders given to him concerning the 
work to be performed. Whenever any dif- 
ficulties arise between employers and em- 
ployes no strike or lockout shall be instl- 
tuted until the parties in interest shal) 
have done all in their power to adjusi 
their difficulties.”’ ; es 

The reply of the Employers’ Association 
is that they will not discriminate against 
unions: and that the men can resume work 
“when they on their part agree, in addition 
to obeying orders and submitting griev- 
ances to their employers, promise not. to 
attempt to coerce employes to join unions 
or employers to unionize their places of 
business.’ 

Mayor Phelan, who has conducted the ne- 
gotiations loking to a compromise, is hope- 
ful of a favorable result. Some of the 
labor leaders also express the belief that 
the trouble may soon be terminated. Oth- 
ers, however, are less optimistic and predict 
a protracted tieup. Dispatches from vari- 
ous cities show that the strike is affecting 
cities along the coast. The steamer Colum- 
bia, which was to have sailed this morn- 
ing for Portland with a full cargo and 200 
Epworth Leaguers, has been held on tele- 
graphic orders from Portland. The vessel 
wag loaded by non-union men, and it is 
feared her arrive a. cs Oregon port will 

ecipitate a strike there. 
rhe machinists are hoprgul that they will 
be able to return to work in a few days on 
hetter terms than have yet been offered. 
The painters have presented a demand for 
higher wages, and, if it is not granted, 
they will go out. : 

The Cutting Packing Co. has temporarily 
closed its cannery. throwing .200 men and 
women out of work. 

Officers of the company explain tha€ the 

shutdown is not caused directly by the 
strike or difficulty in obtaining cans, but 
is due solely to a lack of fruit. 
Contrary to their previously announced 
intentions, the sand teamsters and stable- 
men have decided not to go out, as the 
federation thinks it can win without their 
aid. The fact of the sand teamsters re- 
maining at work is expected to prevent the 
strike extending to the building trades.

UNDER FOURTEEN YEARS OLD 


| Work of State Factory Inspectors in 


St. Louis Nearly Completed—New 
Law’s Results. 


Eight hundred children, because they are 
under the age minimum fixed by law, have 
been removed from St. Louis factories since 
May 2% by State Factory Inspector C. J. 
Nordmeyer and his deputies, John C. Sar- 
ber, W. A. Wheeling, O. J. Hurley and R. 
A. Armstrong. 

The age minimum is 14 years. Many of 


the children removed from work benches 
are three years under this age. 

Fire escapes have been placed on 700 fac- 
tories and nearly 1000 improvements in 
workshops for sanitary purposes have been 
made under the inspectors’ directions. 

The inspection probably will be completed 
this month, when Mr. Nordmeyer and his 
assistants will go to Kansas City to con- 
tinue their work. 

The law provides for two inspections of 
each factory in the state every year, and 
the fee, which goes into the state treasury. 
is $1 for each inspection.’ The inspector and 
his assistants receive salaries for their 
work. 

Any factory owner who refuses to permit 
the inspection is liable to a fine of from $2 
to $100, 

After a factory operator has been warned 
to discharge children in his employ, he is 
liable to a fine of from $1 to $200 for each 
child under age at his work-benches. 

The law by which the office of inspector 
was established was passed at the last 
session of the General Assembly. Inspector 
Nordmeyer and his assistants have not had 
any trouble in St. Louis in enforcing it. 

“Our duties are to remove all children 
under age from factories, see that the 
buildings are provided with fire protection 
and fire escapes and that they are sanitary 
in their arrangement,’’ said Deputy Wheel- 
ing to the Post-Dispatch Thursday. 

“The law haga that, in cases of dire 
poverty, children under the minimum age 
may be permitted to work. We have en- 
countered about twenty-five cases of this

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STEEL MARKET IS STRONG. 


Buying Heavy Despite the Gloomy 
Outlook in Labor Field. 
CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 1.—The Iron Trade 
Review, discussing market conditions this 

week, says: ; 

“Uncertainty as to the outcome of the 
effort to end the steel strike is the over- 
Shadowing factor in the market, There are 
radical differences between the two sides 
that indicate that any patched-up peace 
will only postpone a greater conflict. So 


far as the behavior of the iron market in 
the past two weeks is concerned, the fore- 
most fact about it is its generally sustained 
Strength under influences calculated to 
Cause a good deal of unsettling. Consumers 
have stood off and waited, because they had 
work in hand, or in prospect, for which 
they were bound to cover. July has been 
far from the dull month that might have 
been predicted, with labor troubles multi- 
<p and with the crop outlook threaten- 
ng the continuance of the marvelous pros- 
perity of the West. It must be said that 
the total of buying, both in pig iron and 
finished materials, has been quite beyond 
the expectation of those in the trade ac- 
customed to watch narrowly the changing 
phases of the market. Agricultural ma- 
chinery manufacturers has not been de- 
terred by the reports of blasted corn fields 
from buying liberally for the coming year, 
indications being that even with the. strike 
settled at once, the interruption has not 
been sufficient to strengthen the situation 
in bars. In the past week bookings have 
increased, Chicago reporting sales of 20,000 
tons of bars. In the same district there 
is figuring on extensive structural require- 
ments, pending contracts amounting to 20,- 
000 tons. The call for structural steel has 
been increasing steadily in recent weeks, 
and mills are from two to four months 
behind orders. Already manufacturers fee] 
assured that business booked, and projects 
that have passed the paper pings, mean 
full operation for a year ahead. Shipyards 
are increasing the pressure upon plate 
mills, and the plate tonnage on the books 
of the mills is growing after a recent lull. 
The situation in products immediately af- 
fected by the strike is only intensified with 
the passage of a week. Stocks of sheets in 
jobbers’ hands are rapidly being exhausted, 
and at Pittsburg 4 cents has been paid for 
No. 28. The American Sheet Steel Co. is 
merely booking orders to be filled in their 
turn after the strike. Tin plates have sold 
at $5.25 to. $5.50 a box for ordinary coke 
plates, or more than $1 above the trust’s 
market price. Foreign plates can scarcely 
be a factor for several weeks. On bars, 
some sellers are getting from $1 to $2 a ton 
for prompt shipment, but on contracts 1.40c 
Pittsburg for steel and 1.45c at Valley mill 
for iron is the rule. Turning to the pig 
iron market, the principal development of 
the week has been the buying of 25,000 tons 
of Bessemer iron and upwards of 10,000 tons 
of basic iron for the United States Steel 
Corporation,

Wild Leopard Terrorizes 


Ship’s Crew. 


BROKE . THROUGH HIS CAGE 


HE WAS BEATEN BACK AND THE 
ENCLOSURE BRACED. 


They Then Began to Feed Him to Keep 
Him Quiet, and the Strategy 
Succeeded. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Thirty goats were 
required to appease the appetite and pre- 


vent the escape of a leopard of unusual 
ferocity that was brought to this port yes- 
terday from India by the British steamer 
Bucentaur. During the first night of the 
voyage the animal spread terror through- 
out the ship by partly demolishing its cage 
in an effort to regain its liberty. 

In a wooden cage, of dimensions nowise 
in keeping with its size, the animal was 
carried on board the Bucentaur at Cal- 
cutta. Before its consignment to the 
freight officer of the ship the leopard had 
ben starved in order to break its ferocious 
nature. When it was placed on the ship's 
deck the animal crouched in the bottom of 
its cage and growled angrily at everyone 
who approached, but when the vessel left 
the harbor and night fell the leopard began 
to whirl about in the little cage and dash 
its head against the wooden bars. 

With a blow of its paw the animal finally 
snapped one of the bars. A sailor, whose 
duty it was to care for the leopard, rushed 
into the forecastle, crying: ‘‘Help, or the 
leopard will escape!’’ Led by their captain 
the members of the crew snatched up 
pleces of iron and hurried to the deck. 
The leopard had one paw and a portion of 
its head through the hole that had been 
made by breaking the bar. Blows In quick 
succession stunned the infuriated beast, 
and the cage in which it was confined was 
strengthened before it recovered. 

During the remainder of the voyage an 
effort was made to satiate its appetite and 
in that way mollify its forocity. The 
strategy succeeded, but when the Bucen- 
taur reached its moorings the leopard had 
just completed devouring. the thirtleth goat 
since leaving Calcutta. The'‘animal will be 
~~ ipa to Philadelphia this morning by 
rail. 

On the Bucentaur were many plants con- 
signed to the Horticultural gardens at 
Washington. 

Trained monkeys, bears, deer and an anoa 
were on the Lritish steamer Afridi, which 
also arrived at Quarantine from China and 
Japan Saturday night. Several of the ani- 
mais died during the voyage.

STOCKING FULL OF COIN FOUND 


ALL OF THEM WERE WELL MADE 
AND SILVER-PLATED. 


Stowed About the Room Were Molds, 
Dies, Metals, Acids and All Neces- 
saries for Counterfeiting.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—The only success- 
ful woman counterfeiter in the United 
States is under arrest here. She is Annie 
Dougherty. Agents of the secret service 
say she is one of the most accomplished 
women criminals in the country. 

During the last two seasons summer re- 
Sorts in the vicinity of New York have 
been flooded with spurious silver coin of 
fine workmanship. Several men have been 
arrested for passing bad money, but for 
a long time the autiiorities were unable to 
obtain any clew to the maker of coins. 

When Agent Flynn was shadowing James 
Holden, alias Frank Wilson, one year ago, 
he often saw him in company with Annie 
Dougherty. He met the woman by chance 
in Harlem two weeks ago and resolved to 
watch her. 

He followed the woman to 315 East 
Thirty-fifth street, where he ascertained 
that she had rented a furnished hall bed- 
room from Mrs. Ellen O'Connor, a widow. 
Several men called on the Dougherty 
woman and the agents decided to raid the 
house, 

The raid took place shortly after mid- 
night and the Dougherty woman was ar- 
rested. Under the bed in the prisoner's 
room was found a stocking containing 175 
spurious coins—halves, quarters and dimes. 
Some of them were unfinished. The fin- 
ished ones were silverplated and perfect 
specimens of counterfeiter’s art. 

The woman said that they had been left 
with her for safe keeping, 

A further search of her room, however, 
disclosed a complete counterfeiting outiit, 
including a melting pot, moulds, ladies, a 
plating machine, bottles of acids and quan- 
tities of antimony, tin and lead. Some of 
these articles were found under a refrig- 
erator and a lounge in other rooms of 
the flat. Mrs. O'Connor was then arrested 
as a suspicious person, although the . 
cret service agents do not suspect her of 
actual complicity in the other womans 
business. 

The two women were held under heavy 
bond, though detectives do not believe Mrs. 
O’Connor knew the character of her lodg- 
er’s business or had anything to do with it.
